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49. (Previously presented) The pair of vectors according to claim 48, wherein 
said first vector is a poxvirus vector. 

50. (Previously presented) The pair of vectors according to claim 48, wherein 
said first vector is MVA. 

51. (Previously presented) The pair of vectors according to claim 48, wherein 
said second vector is MVA.

53. (Currently amended) The pair of vectors according to claim 48, wherein said 
human 5T4 antigen encoded by said second vector is modified to differ from a naturally 
occurring 5T4 antigen and comprises an HLA CTL peptide epitope of 5T4 antige n, and wherein 
the modified human 5T4 antigen is a peptide fragment between 5 and 25 amino acids in length . 
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
